Just as the Russians, after surround- 


ing Przemysl and starving ont

Austrian garrison, forced the surren- 
der of the 'fortress on the 22nd of last 
March, so Austro-German troops who 
have driven a wedge through central 
Galicia, are now attempting a double 
flanking movement, and with, growing 
intensity of attack are seeking to en- 
circle Przemysl from the north and the' 
southeast. 


According to Vienna reports, pro- 


gress is being made in both directions 
and if the advance is not checked. 
Przemysl will either be isolated from 
the rest of the Russian array, or the 
Russian troops, which fell back to the 
San, will be forced into further retreat. 


This situation in. Galicia is unques- 


tionably of great strategic imporUace 
at the'present time, and evea-chesalt- 
ish press concedes that the position 
of Przemysl is serious. It is described 
as the key to the whole Russian posi- 
tion in. Galicia, and Its fall will mean, 
that the railroad running eastward to 
ILemberg, the main artery of the Rus- 
sian supplies in this region, will fal! 
into Austrian hands. Reports that 
this railroad line already has been 
severed are stil without confirmation 
today. 


Fighting along the Austro-Itallan 


frontier still is in the development 
stage. There is virtually no change 
on the western battle front, and the 
British and the French admit that the 
Turks are so srongly entrenched • on 
the Gallipol! peninsula that only 
siege warfare can be waged there.

has insisted 


that this is not a Kaiser's war. but 
a peoples' war, and all the available 
evidence supports this. 


France has been a 
republic 
for 


nearly 45 years, and several of its 
Presidents and many of its minis- 
ters have been drawn from the peas- 
ant and small trade classes. England 
is in some respects more democratic 
than we are; that' is, the Govern- 
ment, being a committee of Parlia- 
ment, drawn chiefly from the House 
of Commons, and dependent for its 
existence upon a majority in 
that 


body, is more responsive to public 
opinion than an American adminis- 
tration is. This is especially true in 
relation to this war, 
because 
the 


ministry of Mr. Asquith is a Liberal 
Ministry, dependent for its power, 
not on the aristocratic classes, but on 
the rank and file of the people, and 
particularly subservient to organized 
labor to such an extent that much of 
its legislation has a distinctly Social- 
istic color. As to Italy, its govern- 
ment has fairly been pushed into the 
war by ttie popular demand for so- 
called compensations from Austria. 


Since August 1 last, 
there 
has 


been an astonishing amount of cheap 
and superficial chatter 
about 
the 


causes of war in general, but this 
notion that wars are made by kings 
and not by the people and that war 
is inextricably bound up in the near- 
y obsolete idea of the divine right 
ot" kings, is about the cheapest and 
most superficial. It isn't three years 
since the United States senate refused 
to assent to exceptionally comprehen- 
sive treaties of arbitration with Eng- 
land and France, lest we should 
at 


some time have to arbitrate and issue 
that we preferred to light over.

Determined Bombardment of Osao-"

Petrograd, May 28.—(Via London, 


May 28.)—The Austro-Oerman ad- 
vance in Oalicia having'been check- 
ed there appears new signs of widen* 
ing German activity on the long 
fighting line from the Baltic south- 
ward. 


This front runs east of the East 


and West Prussian borders, bends, 
eastward to within 30 miles of War- 
saw and passes on into southern Pat- 
land. 
Preliminary 
operations 
are 


now under way along this line over 
which were fought during the fall 
and winter some of the most deadly' 
and pitiless battles of the war. 
^ The most important of these op- 
erations are the resumption in a de- 
termined manner of the bombard- 
ment of Ossowetz and artillery bat- 
tles and cavalry engagements near 
Edvabno, and generally all along the 
Narew front 
Here, as in the Bzura 


region, before Warsaw, the German 
maneuvers have not developed suf- 
ficiently as yet to reveal 
whether 


they are preliminary to offensive op- 
erations of a serious character 
or 


merely constitute another of the nu- 
merous demonstrations which period- 
ically develop and subside without 
affecting the situation materially. 


Reports reaching Petrograd from 


the Galician front indicate that the 
Austro-German forces have encount- 
ered an unyielding wall in the Rus- 
sian defense from Jaroslau all the 
way to the Rumanian frontier. Nev- 
ertheless, the Teutonic allies contin- 
ue assaults over the whole length of 
this line with as great determination 
and energy as ever. 


Strong German forces with artil- 


lery are massing on the roads lead- 
ing eastward in the direction of Lem- 
berg. 
After violent artillery fire the Ger- 


mans on 
Tuesday advanced 
to 


Mnaovitz, a village three miles east 
of Gusakow, which lies southeast of 
Przemysl. 
After 
a fierce battle 


which continued throughout the day,, 
the Germans retired and according 
to Russian staff officers they left 
.2000 dead behind them.

Water on a Hot Stove. 


It is impossible to throw a few drops 


of wnter on a redhot stove. The wa- 
ter can never touch the stove at all. 
What Is seen is a few drops rolling 
rapidly over the surface, gradually 
getting smaller until they disappear. 
If the drops are on a perfectly level 
place one can see under them to the 
other side of the room, thus proving 
that they are not in contact with the 
stove itself. 


What actually happens is that the 


bottom of the drop changes at once to 
rtenm or vapor on coming close to the 
hot surface, and this vapor is supplied 
by the drop ns it gradually goes awny. 
So the drop rests on a cushion of va- 
por until It is entirely dissipated. This 
state of water Is known as the spheroi- 
dal state and is of interest simply on 
account of its peculiarity and seeming- 
ly paradoxical behavior.

chorage. Moreover: "If the enemy ha i 
Its torpedo nets out, the submarine can 
creep up near the vessel, eend & diver 
out and attach a bottom mine under 
her. to be electrically exploded after 
Ihe submarine bns moved a safe dis- 
tance away. If desired, a mine can be 
attached to the bottom of the surface 
vessel and exploded hours later by 
clockwork mechanism. In this manner 
mines can be placed under several 
ships, and all can be blown up simul- 
taneously at a given hour, when the 
submarine may he miles nway."

with the Turks in the direction of Dil- 
nan and near Bachkala, according to 
a statement issued by the general staff 
of the army of the Caucasus. 


Urumiah 
in 
Azerbiajan 
province, 


with a population of about 50,000, is 
a center of missionary activity. 
It is 


.he seat of Fiske Seminary for Girls 
and of Urumiah College. 
For weeks 


:he missionaries stationed 
there 
as 


well as many thousands of Assyrian 
Christians have been in grave danger 
from attack by Kurds and Turks. Be- 
tween 13,000 and 17,000 natives are re- 
ported to have placed themselves un- 
3er the 
protection of Dr. Harry P. 


Packard, of the American Presbyter- 
ian mission, at least 12,000 have taken 
refuge in the Caucasus, and it has been 
?stimated that 20,000 are dead or miss- 
ing. 


The entire 
Urumiah district 
has 


been terrorized by wandering bands of 
Kurds and by Turkish regulars. 
Ai>- 


>eals have been made to the American 
state department to take measures for 
he protection of American mission- 
aries and tho Russian government has 
>een urged to make every effort pos- 
sible to occupy the 
district. There 


iiave been many reports of atrocities 
and tho wholesale slaughter of natives. 
The Christians have resisted as vig- 
orously as possible the 
attacks 
of 


Kurds, but have been handicapped bj 


lack of guns and ammunition. 


MISSION BOARDS IX 


UNITED STATES ARE 


PLEASED WITH NEWS.

the Presbyterian board of foreign

terian missionaries have reached the 
outside world with stories of tre- 
mendous hardships sustained by the 
population there. 


These messengers were sent back 


over the perilous road to convey to 
the beleaguered missionaries the tid- 
ings that everything possible was 
being done to aid 
them.

they succeeded in reaching the city 
was unknown to 
o! finals 
of

board today. 
Representations have 


been made in several instances, it 
was said, to the state department at 
Washington by indhiduals 
of 
the 


board calling attention to the plight 
of the Christians at Urumiah, and 
Ambassador Morgenthau 
at Con- 


stantinople, the board was advised, 
has received Turkish assurances that 
the Christians would be protected. 


Now that Urumiah has fallen into 


the hands of the Russians, relief will 
be possible by expeditions sent from 
the north through the Russian lines.

legion, betore Warsaw, the German

merous demonstrations which period- 
ically develop and subside 
without 


affecting the situation materially. 


Reports reaching Petrograd from
